Brian  O’Donnell,  popular  secretary  of 
Newcastle  Tattersall's  Club,  so  well 
known  and  esteemed  by  all  of  our 
members  who  visit  Newcastle,  has 
given  12  months'  notice  of  retirement, 
which  was  accepted  with  deep  regret.

As  well  as  helping  to  shape  the 
course  Newcastle  Tattersall's  has  taken 
over  many  years,  Brian  O’Donnell  has 
also  played  a  prominent  part  in  the 
expansion  of  the  club  movement 
generally  in  New  South  Wales. 

His  association  with  the  Registered 
Clubs’  Association  goes  back  30  years 
and  in  that  time  he  has  seen  it  grow 
from  an  organisation  of  about  70  affilia¬ 
ted  clubs  to  more  than  1400. 

For  many  years  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  State  Council  of  the 
RCA  and  for  the  past  seven  years  a 
Vice-President. 

He  was  one  of  the  initiators  of  the 
move  to  set  up  Zone  and  Regional 
Committees  of  the  RCA  and  he  was 
appointed  foundation  chairman  of  the 
Newcastle,  Hunter  Valley  and  Central 
Coast  Zone  and  of  the  Newcastle 
District  Regional  Committee. 

Brian  has  presided  as  Chairman  of 
Regional  Committees  at  the  annual 
conventions  held  each  year  in  Sydney.

Tattersall’s  Club  has  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  racing  at  Randwick  for  103  years. 
On  December  30  the  Carrington  Stakes  was  run  and  on  January  1,  1968,  Tattersall’s 
100th  Gold  Cup  was  the  principal  race. 


THRILLS  GALORE  AT  OUR  RACES 

At  our  Tattersall’s  Club’s  first 
race  day  at  Randwick  on  Decem¬ 
ber  30  may  have  fallen  below  the 
standard  of  former  years  but  it 
was  not  lacking  in  the  element  of 
excitement. 

The  last  race  of  the  day,  the  pace 
Welter,  provided  a  thrilling’ battle  for 
supremacy  over  the  last  furlong,  and 
an  even  more  exciting  climax. 

Punters  who  backed  the  winner, 
Persian  Arrow,  had  to  await  two  pro¬ 
tests  before  they  collected.  Connections 
of  the  second  horse  Baguse  objected 
and  claimed  first  place  for  alleged 
interference  and  with  the  same  grounds 
Bobbin  Head's  stable  objected  against 
the  winner  and  second  horse,  also 
claiming  the  winning  stake. 

Persian  Arrow  7/1  had  won  by  a 
short  half  head  from  Baguse  6/1  with 
Bobbin  Head  2/1  favourite  half  a 
length  away  third.  A  few  yards  from 
the  winning  line  they  were  almost  com¬ 
pletely  abreast  but  Bobbin  Head  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  jostled  and  suddenly  lost 
ground. 

The  Stewards  kept  thousands  of 
punters  who  backed  all  three  on  their 
toes  for  20  minutes  before  unravelling 
the  objections.  The  writer  heard  one 
broadcaster  complain  that  it  could  have 
been  achieved  in  a  few  minutes  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  discerning  sight.  But  what 
he  overlooked  was  that  when  any  case 
comes  before  Stewards  they  are  bound 
to  hear  all  the  evidence  for  and  against. 
To  foreshorten  this  an  appeal  might  be 
lodged  because  of  suppression  of 
claims  by  the  parties  concerned. 

Anyhow  the  Stewards  refused  to  dis¬ 
turb  the  judge’s  placings. 

Persian  Arrow’s  performance  was  due 
to  a  determined  and  well  timed  finish 
although  in  the  past  he  had  been 
lacking  in  stamina  in  open  company 
beyond  six  furlongs. 

Persian  Arrow  is  described  as  a  grey 
and  although  only  four  years  old  his 
coat  has  turned  to  a  ghostly  white.  He 
is  a  big,  fat,  round  horse  and  people 
who  see  him  for  the  first  time  conclude 
that  he  would  make  an  ideal  police 
trooper's  mount. 

But  his  form  at  our  meetings  at 
Randwick  proved  that  he  aspires  to 
something  a  good  deal  higher  than 
that. 

There  was  another  startling  incident 
when  6/1  on  favourite  for  the  Club 
two-year-old  Royal  Spa  finished  last  on 
January  1. 


At  his  previous  start  he  had  won  at 
Randwick,  his  first  race  on  December 
23,  in  a  hand  canter. 

Stewards  and  connections  of  the 
horse  were  so  puzzled  that  a  swab  was 
ordered  in  the  hope  that  this  might 
solve  the  problem  of  his  sudden  loss 
of  form. 

The  result  of  this  will  be  known 
later. 


ONE  FOR  W.  J.  BRADSHAW 
“on  his  own” 

Mr.  W.  J.  Bradshaw,  who,  early 
in  his  turf  patronage  won  the 
Derby  with  Prince  Grant  and  the 
Sydney  Cup,  usually  shares  owner¬ 
ship  with  his  wife  or  one  of  his 
daughters,  but  he  had  a  Randwick 
winner  "on  his  own”  when  Sup¬ 
reme  Prince  won  the  Juvenile  for 
colts  and  geldings  at  Tattersall’s 
at  our  meeting  on  December  30. 

Mr.  Bradshaw,  who,  in  the  last  five 
years  has  raced  one  of  Sydney’s  big¬ 
gest  racing  teams  has  been  a  member 
of  Tattersall’s  for  eight  years. 

Supreme  Prince  is  a  grey  by  a  newly 
imported  English  stallion  to  New  Zea¬ 
land,  Test  Case,  and  cost  2500  gns. 
as  a  yearling.  He  was  purchased  by 
trainer  Tom  Smith  with  staying  ambi¬ 
tions  later  on  because  he  is  out  of 
a  Foxbridge  mare  a  combination  of 
blood  which  has  produced  many  no¬ 
table  distance  performers  in  the  last 
decade,  including  Prince  Grant. 

Supreme  Prince  had  been  unplaced 
in  two  prior  starts  and  his  form  in 
winning  at  our  Randwick  meeting  was 
anything  but  impressive  as  the  six  fur¬ 
longs  in  1  14.3  indicated.  Such  slow 
time  is  usually  associated  with  a  heavy 
track  but  on  this  occasion  the  going 
was  perfect. 

Still,  if  staying  is  to  be  his  forte, 
Supreme  Prince  later  should  be  able 
to  plod  on  at  a  solid  rate  when  he  has 
done  the  usual  staying  preparation 
laid  down  by  the  T.  J.  Smith  stable. 


WOMAN  BREEDER-OWNER  WON 
OUR  CARRINGTON 
TattersalTs  Club's  Carrington 
Stakes  at  Randwick  on  December 
30  was  won  by  Winged  Beauty  for 
a  good  sportswoman  who  probably 
possesses  the  biggest  racing  team 
raced  by  a  lady  owner,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  the  only  patroness  of  the 
turf  who  breeds  and  runs  her  own 
team. 


Winged  Beauty  has  won  only  seven 
races,  has  been  to  date  only  a  second- 
rate  sprinter  and  had  been  unsuccess¬ 
ful  for  eight  months. 

But  perhaps  she  was  able  to  ter¬ 
minate  this  barren  record  and  win  one 
of  Randwick’s  first  class  sprints  only 
because  the  quality  of  the  field  fell 
far  below  the  standard  of  former  years 
when  it  attracted  many  of  the  best 
speedsters  in  the  land. 

However,  she  had  one  claim  to  near¬ 
class  sprint  standard  with  a  second  to 
Marmion  in  last  year’s  Oakleigh  Plate 
at  Caulfield  after  having  been  forced 
on  the  rails  twice  during  the  race. 

Her  owner  is  nothing  if  not  enter¬ 
prising,  and  she  will  have  another  at¬ 
tempt  at  the  1968  Oakleigh  Plate  on 
February  24.  Buoyed  up  by  her  Carring¬ 
ton  triumph  her  owner  is  hopeful  that 
at  five  years  this  speedy  mare  will  at 
last  fulfil  the  high  ambitions  she  has 
always  entertained. 

Winged  Beauty  had  won  a  Dundas 
Handicap  for  mares  at  Rosehill  last 
April  and  more  recent  form  had  been 
disappointing.  But  at  her  last  start 
before  the  Carrington  it  was  no  dis¬ 
grace  to  be  beaten  into  second  place 
in  a  Canterbury  Welter  by  Wentwel,  a 
much  travelled  horse,  a  winner  in  three 
states  and  no  doubt  the  best  recent 
performer  to  emerge  from  graduation 
company  on  Sydney  courses. 

Many  punters  remembered  this  and 
sent  her  out  second  favourite  in  the 
Carrington,  at  English  odds  15/4. 

First  favourite  was  Giulia,  sensational 
40/1  winner  of  Sydney’s  richest  two- 
year-old  race  last  Easter,  the  $30,000 
Champagne  Stakes  at  Randwick. 

Soon  after  that  triumph  Giulia  met 
with  a  race  injury  which  put  her  off 
the  turf  for  a  long  time,  and  when 
fresh  from  a  spell  she  finished  a  close 
third  recently  to  McLauchlin  and  Fair 
Summer  in  a  Rosehill  sprint,  her  ad¬ 
mirers  believed  it  was  time  for  her  to 
resume  her  two-year-old  supremacy,  at 
which  age  she  had  four  successes. 

She  was  sent  out  a  7/4  on  favourite 
for  the  Carrington,  and  after  she  led 
to  near  the  final  furlong  backers  began 
to  count  their  gains. 

But  she  quickly  collapsed  when 
Winged  Beauty,  after  being  a  close 
third  and  then  second,  issued  her  chal¬ 
lenge.  Winged  Beauty  went  away  to 
score  by  two  lengths  and  finally  Mc¬ 
Lauchlin  beat  Giulia  into  third  place 
by  a  long  neck. 

The  time  1  11.7  emphasised  the  fall 
in  quality  of  the  field.  Front  Cover  who 
won  in  1959  ran  the  six  furlongs  in 
1  9.1. 
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PREDICTED  WIN  IN 
TATTERSALL’S  CUP 
Trainer  T.  J.  Smith  warned 
newspaper  inquirers  on  New 
Year's  Eve  that  Argentina  could 
improve  on  his  Summer  Cup 
failure  in  his  Tattersall’s  Cup  con¬ 
test,  on  Jan.  1,  and  he  certainly 
did. 

His  prognostication  proved  correct, 
but  although  perhaps  many  failed  to 
take  the  tip  and  back  Argentina,  it  was 
a  real  personal  triumph  for  the  trainer. 

Argentina  is  one  of  the  few  horses 
he  has  had  in  his  sole  ownership.  He 
has  an  interest  in  a  few  others,  but 
for  the  majority  of  his  75  horses  he  is 
merely  the  trainer. 

So  Argentina's  win  enriched  him  with 
a  $2,450  winning  stake,  plus  an  $800 
dollars  gold  cup. 

The  Summer  Cup  trophy,  by  the  way, 
was  a  $200  gold  cup. 

Argentina  ran  a  sluggish  race 
throughout  the  Summer  Cup  dropping 
back  to  the  tail  of  the  field  early  to 
remain  in  the  last  three  or  four  through¬ 
out  the  race.  He  finished  12th. 

On  the  contrary  in  Tattersall's  Cup 
he  hadn't  gone  far  before  his  form  im¬ 
provement  became  apparent.  Given  a 
few  whip-cuts  he  was  in  the  first  three 
almost  from  the  start,  with  only  Felix 
Dee  and  Duo  ahead  of  him.  When  Duo 
headed  Felix  Dee  at  the  rise  in  the 
straight,  Moore  brought  Argentina  down 
the  outside  and  he  finished  with  such  a 
burst  of  speed  that  the  issue  was 
quickly  apparent,  and  he  went  on  to 
win  our  Cup  by  three  lengths. 

Argentina  has  won  only  six  races, 
but  he  has  been  lightly  raced  with  but 
20  starts.  His  Tattersall's  Cup  win  was 
by  far  the  most  important  of  his  suc¬ 
cesses,  but  owner-trainer  Tom  Smith 
has  always  entertained  a  high  opinion 
of  his  potential  stamina.  He  is  by  Le 
Filou,  sire  of  many  stayers  but  who 
generally  take  time  to  become  fully 
established. 

George  Moore  was  a  busy  and  suc¬ 
cessful  jockey  over  our  Club's  two 
days'  carnival  at  Randwick.  He  won 
six  races,  three  on  each  day,  Flying 
Fable,  Supreme  Prince  and  Kerricola 
on  December  30  and  Birthright,  Devil's 
Island  and  Argentina  on  January  1.

When  the  doctor  told  me  to  take  it  easy,  he  stressed  the  im¬ 
portance  of  avoiding  worry  —  particularly  about  financial 
matters.

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Vintage  Year  for  Young  Bookmaker 


Interstate  bookmaker,  Mr.  Jack 
Phillips  once  controlled  two  of  the  best 
long-distance  performers  of  the  time, 
sons  of  a  famous  New  Zealand  brood 
mare,  Left,  and  he  had  a  vintage  1933- 
34  racing  season  with  Gaine  Carrington 
and  Peter  Jackson. 

He  purchased  Gaine  Carrington  for 
3,000  guineas,  and  leased  Peter  Jack- 
son  for  a  year,  but  the  men  who 
afforded  this  transfer  of  ownership 
refused  to  part  with  a  later  son  of  the 
same  brood  mare.  Their  determination 
to  keep  this  one  in  the  family  proved 
their  judgment,  for  it  was  Wotan, 
winner  of  the  1936  Melbourne  Cup. 

The  mare,  Left,  was  willed  to  four 
sons,  the  Smith  brothers,  by  their 
father  who  warned  them  against  lightly 
disposing  of  her  progeny.  He  foresaw 
a  rich  future,  and  his  prophesy  was 
richly  rewarding. 

Jack  Phillips  was  a  young  bookmaker 
operating  in  Melbourne  when  he  saw 
Gaine  Carrington  perform  at  the  Sydney 
Spring  Carnival  of  1932.  Gaine  Carring¬ 
ton  won  Tattersall’s  Club's  Chelmsford 
Stakes,  and  ran  second  to  Liberal,  an 
outstanding  colt,  in  the  Victoria  Derby. 

The  Smith  brothers  had  brought  over 
Gaine  Carrington  and  Peter  Jackson. 
Mr.  Phillips  had  to  go  to  3,000  guineas 
to  buy  Gaine  Carrington,  but  a  further 
condition  of  this  purchase  was  that  he 
took  a  lease  on  Peter  Jackson  to  race 
in  Australia  for  a  year.  He  agreed,  and 
what  a  vintage  season  it  gave  him  for 
the  1933  Spring  Carnival. 

Gaine  Carrington  won  his  first  race 
for  the  new  owner  in  March,  1933, 
when  he  beat  Chatham  (at  long  odds 
on)  in  the  Lloyd  Stakes,  one  mile  at 
weight-for-age  at  Flemington.  He  was 
then  spelled  for  the  Spring. 

He  won  the  Caulfield  Cup  of  1933 
carrying  8.13  and  starting  at  12/1.  He 
was  ridden  by  Jim  Pike  and  proved 
himself  a  class  horse  by  running  the 
mile  and  a  half  in  2.28£,  a  new  time 
record  for  the  race. 

A  week  after  this  fine  triumph  Peter 
Jackson,  starting  at  10/1,  won  the 
Moonee  Valley  Cup.  Mr.  Phillips  was  not 
a  big  betting  owner,  and  few  book¬ 
makers  can  bring  themselves  to  punt 
heavily,  however  the  two  Cup  wins 
panned  out  richly  for  him. 

When  Gaine  Carrington  earned  a  6  lb. 
penalty  for  the  Melbourne  Cup,  making 
his  weight  9.4,  Mr.  Phillips  was  a  little 
doubtful  how  he  would  handle  this  over 
two  miles.  But  crack  Sydney  jockey 
Jim  Pike  had  ridden  him  to  victory  in 
the  Caulfield  Cup  and  spoke  so  elo¬ 
quently  of  his  performance  and  his 
Melbourne  Cup  prospects  that  Mr. 
Phillips  decided  to  try  for  the  double. 
He  was  attracted  by  the  33/1  offered 
about  his  chance  and  booked  some 
enticing  wagers. 


Gaine  Carrington  missed  by  a  few 
inches.  Hall  Mark  won  by  half  a  head 
from  Shadow  King,  with  Gaine  Carring¬ 
ton  and  Topical  dead-heating  for  third 
another  half  head  away. 

Jim  Pike  admitted  to  Mr.  Phillips  that 
he  had  made  his  run  a  little  early.  He 
said  that  he  was  forced  to,  and 
declared  that  he  would  have  won  the 
Cup  for  certain  with  the  patience  and 
luck  to  get  a  later  run. 

Mr.  Phillips  acquired  another  winner 
in  a  strange  way,  not  long  after  these 
triumphs  with  Gaine  Carrington  and 
Peter  Jackson. 

He  had  been  offered  Prismatic,  a 
Randwick  flat  race  maiden  winner,  by 
Tattersall’s  Club  member  Mick  Gearin, 
at  only  400  guineas.  He  didn't  really 
want  the  horse,  but  Mr.  Gearin  was  so 
persistent  that  when  they  met  on  a  golf 
course  one  day  Jack  Phillips  announced 
“If  I  bring  off  this  putt  I’ll  buy  him." 
It  was  a  very  difficult  lie  and  he  didn't 
think  he  would  have  to  complete  the 
purchase,  but  a  miracle  shot  saw  the 
ball  in  the  hole,  with  Mick  Gearin  shout¬ 
ing  “Prismatic's  yours". 

Mr.  Phillips  (Jack  to  his  many 
friends),  has  had  a  colourful  career  in 
and  out  of  racing.  He  was  an  original 
Anzac,  landing  at  Gallipoli  with  the  23rd 
Battalion,  and  was  decorated  for  his 
deeds  there.  Later  he  was  selected  for 
an  officers’  school  at  Cambridge  Uni¬ 
versity  where  he  enjoyed  the  distinction 
of  playing  rugby  for  the  University 
against  visiting  teams. 

When  Gaine  Carrington  broke  down 
from  a  sesamoid  fracture,  Mr.  Phillips 
took  a  course  of  six  months  in  tutoring 


from  Dr.  S.  O.  Woods,  veterinary  sur¬ 
geon  and  member  of  the  V.R.C.  Com¬ 
mittee,  on  sesamoid  structure. 

He  hoped  Gaine  Carrington  might 
recover  to  race  again,  but  this  he  failed 
to  do  and  was  later  sold  as  a  stallion. 

Jack  Phillips  was  a  man  of  conscien¬ 
tious  zeal  in  anything  he  undertook. 
He  was  a  good  bookmaker,  and  when, 
as  an  owner,  he  decided  to  witness 
personally  the  track  gallops  of  his 
horses  he  attended  Caulfield  every 
“fast"  morning.  In  fact  he  made  a  deal 
with  his  trainer,  Cecil  Godby,  that  if 
ever  he  missed  out  he  would  pay  a 
“tenner" .  fine.  He  never  had  to  pay. 

For  years  Jack  Phillips  was  Austra¬ 
lia's  busiest  and  most  travelled  book¬ 
maker,  operating  at  the  bigger  Mel¬ 
bourne  and  Sydney  courses  and  at  the 
more  important  Brisbane  carnivals.  He 
holds  a  record  for  the  longest  joint 
licence  in  two  States.  He  has  had  a 
licence  from  the  V.R.C.  since  1923  and 
from  the  Australian  Jockey  Club  from 
1928.  His  association  with  interstate 
bookmaking  is  unusually  long. 

During  the  War,  because  of  travel 
restrictions,  he  withdrew  from  Rand¬ 
wick  betting  but  resumed  after  a  few 
years.  It  is  surprising  to  find  that, 
although  originally  resident  in  Mel¬ 
bourne,  he  has  the  longest  record  in 
Tattersall's  Club  of  any  bookmaking 
member  still  operating. 

Nearly  40  years  ago  he  joined  the 
Sydney  Club  as  soon  as  he  began 
bookmaking  in  Sydney  in  1928.  To 
maintain  his  fielder's  licence  in  the  two 
States  he  has  flown  over  a  quarter  of 
a  million  miles.
